Distortion in Loud Speakers. © 


The announcoment: ‘of the 
B.B.C, that thoy propose to open 
five moro relay stations should 
zivo a fillip to the sales of low- 
powor rocoiving sets, such as 
crystal and: one-valve sete: At 
tho same timo it should incroase 
the field of potontial usars of loud- 
speaker equipmont, says a writor 
Lin othe Maachester Guardian 
Comuercial. Poople in tha 
areas xorved by thease relay 
stations who, with two 
or three valve: sets, ‘could only 
obtain sufficient powor to operate 
hondphonos, with thersame equip- 
‘mont will now be able to operate 
loud spoakars. . 


A type of equipment which has 
received considerable attention 
from camateurs with varying 
dogroes of success, but which up 
to the present does not appear to’ 
have bean exploited by, manufac- 
turers tothe oxtent which it pos- 
sibly doserves, is the combination 
of a crystal detoctor and o Kingle- 
valve reflex circuit, This com- 
bination is comparatively inex- 
ponsive in first cost, and much 
cheapor to maintain than its 
equivalent two valve receiver in 
which one valve is used. us a 
detector. [thas the furthor ad- 
vantage of minimising what is to 
most valve-set users the annoy- 
ance of continually having to 
recharge accuntators, It ix 
true that this has been greatly 
reduced by tho introduction 
of the dull emitter valve, but 
there, is still u groat reluctance 
on the part- of niany people to 
discard the plain hot tungsten 
wire valvo in their favour. This 
is partly on account of their first 
cost and partly because: of the 
danger of impairing them by 
ovorheating. ‘This trouble has 
beoen-rathor prevalent, and is due, 
no doubl, “to the valves 
being: filted “in roceivors do- 
signed for tho briglit filament 
typo of valve. Tho filament 
registancey for use in connection 
with ‘these are’ unsuited for 
inexperienced use with the duit 
omittor valve, but .with sets 
specially dosigned for use with 
this ‘valve thore should be no 
dfficulty in oliminating this part- 
icular troublo, though their high. 
prico, as compared with “that of , 
the bright filmont:type, will, no 
doubt, militate for some time aga- - 


‘inst thelr more extended use. 


IMPERFECT: LINK. . 


This feeling on tho part of the 
public for the avoidance of the 
use of Valves “owing te ‘the diffi- 
culties of battery-charging is 
evident in the. devices, such 
as electro-magnetic amplifiers. 
which have been brought out to 
obviate the use of valve ampli- 
fiors. gi : 
rosults are not so yood as those 
obtainable with a good valve am- 
plifier, although hero, as in most 
things, there are good and 
bad valve amplifiers, In many 
cases discordant luiid-speaker 
effects. uro unjustifiably ascribed 
to the loud speaker, when tho raat 
cuuso of the trouble is the am- 
plifior, Most of the. initial dis- 
favour which broudcasting mot at 
its inception was duo to: the poor 
results obtained on many loud- 
epouker equipments at that time. 
Much progress has beon 
mado since then, but thore 
is still considergble room for 
improvement in the loud 
speaker. It is Honorally re- 
cognised us the most inofficient 
and imporfect link in the chainof 
broadcasting, and a large and 
profitable field “awaits tho pro- 
ducer of the perfact instrument. 


The loud — speakers, on the 
market to-day can be divided 
into two clagses, Ono class is 
electro-magnetic and the other 
aloctro-dynamic in its action. 
In the eloctro-magnetic typo the 
armature is. usually’ tho 
diaphragm, though in one or two 
oxamplos, such’ as tho balanced 
armature type, tho diaphragin is 
not acted “upon directly by 
the cloctro-magnats. In this typo 
one cause of distortion is. obvious. 
As tho armaturo vibrates “undot 
tho action of tlie varying flux. 
it: alters the flold strength as it 
approaches or rocodes from the 
polo’ favos, and as a result the 
amplitude of vibration of the dia- 
phragm will ‘not -be proportional 
to ‘the signod.:ourront. strongth.

This is evidenced 
by the almost univeral tondency 
to blast on certain notes, there 
notes corresponding to, the 
natural frequoncios of constituent 
moving parts of tho loitd speaker. 
Damping could bo introduced 
deliberately with benolicial re- 
sults’ te the quality cof the 
roproduction, but mainly owing 
to the low acoustic efficioney of 
tho diaphragni, demands — of 
sensitivity preclude the possibility 
‘of such action. 

Still further distortion is intro- 
duced by .the horn | fitted to 
English makes of loud.-spoaker.

Tho ‘resonance of the 
‘material of which the horn is 
constructed is partly overcome in 
gon makes by constructing it of 
fibre or Some other woakly reson- 
aling -material--in one case 
plaster is uged., A moterial 
which does not uppear to havo 
boon ‘tried out -which should 
give good results, ix .papier- 
mache. The final cause 
trofible is tho © resonance 
the horn as a kind of organ 
pipe, attempts to got away from 
which are seen in some of the 
weird and ‘wonderfully shaped 
horns on the-markot, many of 
which introduce “baffling,” which 
shows itself in tho muffled sounds 
and blurred speech given by the 
“struments. This lattor trouble, 
however, ‘can bo’ overcomn by 
drilling one or moro small holes 
of sbout 18in. diametor at tho 
point, at which the baliling is 
eceurring. ‘This normally occurs 
at the apex of the sharply curved 
narrow’ portion of the horn. 


. Continental makers have most- 
ly attacked the question of in-[ 
creasing the acoustic efficiency 
of tho instrument otherwise than 


to \it. The low efficiency: of 
the diaphragm ig-duo to the fuct 
that its. diametor is «mall compur- 
ed ‘with the wave-longth of sound. 
Thoy have increased its size from 
3in. or din. to 12in. or 15in., when 
it bocomes, comparable with tho 
wave-length of sound, with a-con- 


ofticiency. In order to keep down 
the inertia, which would result’ in 
is loss of officiency and distortion, 
these large diaphragms.are made 
of parchment, ploated to give the 
necessary rigidity. ‘This con- 
struction on the wholo: gives a 
betterclarity of tone and a groater 
froedom from distortion than the 
horn typo, but still loaves much|- 
to be desired.
